Detroit, Mich,, Jan, 2,—To main-1 
tain a five-day week for employes I 
and at the same time operate fac-1 
tories six days a week an aditional i 
30,000 men will be employed by the I 
Ford Motor Co„ and production in-1 
creased 20 per cent before March 1, 
officials of the company announced 
here today. 

Only the factory here will be plac¬ 
ed on the six day basis at this time, 
but it was indicated assembly plants 
in other cities would be transferred 
to the same system as production in¬ 
creased. 

Employment of the additional men 
required will bring the Detroit em¬
